AEC ANNOUNCES

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 
(UPI)—The Soviet Union has 
tested another nuclear weapon 
with a “large yield,” the 
Atomic Energy Commission an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The announceemnt said the 
explosion took place at Russia’s 
Arctic weapons testing grounds. 
It did not say when. The test 
was the seventh Soviet nuclear 
explosion detected by the Unit- 
ed States since Sept. 30, when 
the Russians resumed their nu- 
clear tests after a suspension 
of several months, 

Russia has confirmed that 
it has resumed the tests, but 
has accused the United States

ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev., 
Oct. 13 (UPI)—The Atomile En- 
ergy Commission exploded ear- 


ly today the fifth and most 
powerful huclear device in its 
current test series, a 10-kiloton 
bomb dangling from a balloon 
1500. feet over Yucca Flat.

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MILITARY LAW 
CODE EXPECTED 
T0 BE AMENDED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP) 
—The code of criminal laws for 
the armed services is scheduled 
for a new congressional over- 


many young men are being 
given less than honorable dis- 
charges rather than the trials 
contemplated by the Uniform 
Code of Military Justice. The 
services strongly deny this. 

The code, now eight years 
old, cut down the authority of 
commanding officers to hand 
out punishments without trial 
for minor offenses. It requires 
that all except the most trivial 
of these cases be handled by 
special or summary courts-mar- 
tial, somewhat simplified forms 
of military trial. General court- 
martial continues to be the 
tribunal for serious crimes. 

‘Undesirable’ Discharges. 

The code did not end the 
authority of the services to dis- 
charge men by administrative 
action, without trial. 

Some administrative dis- 
charges carry the tag “un- 
desirable.” These deny vet- 
erans’ privileges to the recipi- 
ent and permanently blacken a 
service record which may be 
needed later in civilian life. 

A congressional source, cit- 
ing correspondence from con- 
stituents, said there has been 
“an alarming increase in the 
number of administrative dis- 
charges.” 

The armed services have not 
conceded any abuse of the ad- 
ministrative discharge proce- 
dure to cut down on courts- 
martial When preliminary 
hearings on changes in the uni- 
form code were held two years 
ago, service spokesmen did say 
the code apparently had led to 
too many courts-martial in 
minor cases. 

Services’ Solution. 

The Services’ preferred so0- 
lution would be to restore some 
or all of the authority of com- 
manding officers to administer 
lesser punishments. 

This solution had little ap- 
peal at the time in Congress. 
The hearings were dropped 
when it seemed unlikely that 
any legislation could be en- 
acted.

2. The tendency of United 
States policy to excinde all 
but the great nuclear powers 
from meaningful disarma- 
ment discussions. 

The leading critic of the 
United States on the first point 
is Japan. Despite strong Unit- 
ed States pressure, Japan re- 
fused to become a c0-sponsor 
of the United States resolution 
introduced over the weekend. 
As the world’s first victims of 
nuclear weapons, the Japanese 
felt they could not be a party 
to a resolution which was less 
than vigorous in seeking an. 
end to further nucléar weapons: 
tests. tie 

Widespread Criticism. © 

Criticism onthe second point 
is perhaps more widespread, 
but so far has been expressed 
most explicitly by In Many 
nations which do not Rave nu- 
clear weapons feel 
their people, and all of the 
world’s peoples, have a vital 


stake in world peace and should 
not be excluded from disarma- | 
ment discussions. 

United States policy, as. 
expressed both in the Amer- | 
ican resolution and in state- 
ments by the chief United 
States delegate, Henry Cabot 
Lodge, is. to avoid positive 
United Nations action on dis- 
armament, pending talks be- 
tween the United States, Brit- 
ain and Russia, which are to 
open in Geneva Oct. 31. These 
talks, on the ambassadorial 
level at least at first, are to 
seek an agreement for a sus- 
pension of nuclear weapons 
tests.

Answers On Gravois Creek 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I am most happy to answer the 
questions Reader Irwin Meyer 
brought out in his recent letter. 

It has been the combined opin- 
fon of one of St. Louis’s leading 
engineering firms, the Metropol- 
ftan Sewer District, and a citi- 
zefis committee that the most eco- 
nomical and best long range 
méthod of eliminating the filth 
and pollution of Gravois Creek is 
the construction of a trunk sani- 
tary sewer. It represents by no 
means a hasty or frivolous under- 


ng. 

The preliminary engineering 
investigation was intensive and 
thorough, and the cost estimate of 
$4,100, 
includes a reserve for contingen- 
cies, such as unusual obstacles 
and inflation. Bonds to cover the 
cost will be sold from time to 
time as the sewer is constructed 
by sections in order to minimize 
the interest costs at the rates 
then prevailing. The tax levy to 
retire the bonds will commence 
the first year following the date 
the bonds are sold. 


Our investigations reveal that 
in the Gravois Creek watershed, 
the average home has a fair mar- 
ket value of approximately $15,000 
and is assessed for tax purposes 
at approximately $5000. This is an 
important point to understand, 
because many people assume the 
tax rate is levied on the market 
value of their home instead of 
the assessed value, which is con- 
siderably lower. 


On this basis, costs over a 20- 
year period would be $400. How- 
ever, the sewer, we are certain, 
will attract prosperous develop- 
ment in the area, which will mean 
a ¢onsiderable reduction of that 
$400, because there will be more 
homes and businesses to share 
the cost.

attempt at a lunar probe, he cannot help 
being impressed at Pioneer’s record. More 
than 30 major and intricate me¢hanisms, the 
three boosters, the separation bolts and the 
timers worked in perfect split-second se- 
quence. The failure is reported to have been 
due to a three-degree error in an auto pilot 
which caused the rocket to climb too steeply 
and so fall a few hundred miles short of the 
velocity needed to orbit the moon. Such a 
fault can be remedied. 


Comments of various scientists indicate 
that the Pioneer has proved itself to be of 
very sound design. If that is so, then this 
country has a vehicle capable of carrying out 
a wide range of space missions. The fact that 
the instruments in the 82-pound nosecone 
functioned is another important factor. They 
radioed a constant stream of vital informa- 
tion on magnetic fields, heat, radiation and 
meteorites. 

This was perhaps the most valuable aspect 
of the venture. It was learned for instance 
that radiation within Pioneer at 10,000 miles 
of altitude was too much for a human being 
but within limits for which protection can 
be provided. As the President’s Science Ad- 
visory Committee said last March: “If we 
have learned one lesson it is that research 
and exploration have a remarkable way of 
paying off.” 

e . ~ 

There is still much to learn. There is the 
chance that any day Soviet Russia may 
achieve a startling spacial feat. Since last 
October, the Soviets have launched three 
satellites, with payloads ranging from 184 to 
3000 pounds. The combined payloads of our 
four totaled 105 pounds. Pioneer generated 
160,000 pounds of thrust. That is twice the 
power developed by the largest American 
satellite rocket but less than a third of the 
thrust of the Soviet rocket that orbited a 
3000-pound satellite. 

So the race for space continues. The salient 
fact about Pioneer is that it did reach out 
79,000 miles and no satellite has gone farther 
than 2500 miles from earth and no rocket 
more than 4500. Pioneer is thus unique. But 
in the exploretion of space, the unsurpassed 
feat of today is a feat to be surpassed in the 
tomorrow. 


Giving the Aldermen a Chance 


It would be both good government and 
smart politics for the Aldermen to accept 
Mayor Tucker’s suggestion that they surren- 
der some of their powers over traffic régula- 
tion. Traffic control is a technical function 
that ought to be handled by a trained traffic 
engineer serving the overriding public inter- 
est, not by 29 aldermanic amateurs serv- 
ing the myriad special interests in their 29 
constituencies. 

If the Aldermen decline to adopt this mod- 
erate and reasonable approach, Mayor Tucker 
then intends to proceed through the initiative 
process to give the people a chance to amend 
the Charter and thereby cut the Aldermen 
down to size. Undoubtedly a Charter amend- 
ment would go farther in this direction than 
the Aldermen themselves would have to go 
to satisfy the Mayor’s minimum objectives. 
And with aldermanic bumbling of the traffic 
problem, such a proposal ought not to have 
too much difficulty at the polls. 

The Mayor is giving the Aldermen a chance 
to do now what the people surely will do 
later if need be. The Aldermen ought to 
jump at it and get on to other business. 


Blast in Atlanta 

Departing from his prepared address at 
the Protestant Interchurch Center corner- 
stone laying in New York City, President 
Eisenhower said of the dynamiting of a Jew- 
ish Temple in Atlanta: “We must all share 
in the feeling of horror that anyone would 
want to desecrate a place of religion.” Earlier 
the President had directed the FBI to give 
all possible assistance in the investigation 
of the pre-dawn bombing of the synagogue. 

It is true, as Mr. Eisenhower said, that 
there is a shock in the thought that anyone 
would blow up a structure devoted to reli- 
gion. But those who sow the wind may expect 
to reap the whirlwind. The school in Clinton, 
Tenn., cannot be blown up and violence and 
damage stop there.- Acts of prejudice spread. 
In some places the targets are Negroes. In 
others they are Jews. In still others Catho- 
lics. But a few years ago a caravan of auto- 
mobiles carrying Jehovah’s Witnesses was 
stoned in Illinois. The Nazi persecution of 
Jews spread to other groups. The South’s Ku 
Klux Klan warred on all minority groups 
against which it was prejudiced. 

The dynamiting in Atlanta was the fourth 
against a Jewish religious center in the South 
since the first of the year. Miami, Jackson- 
ville and Nashville have been the scenes 
of earlier outrages. All are blasts that have 
been heard around the world—and each time 
to the tragic discredit of the American people.

“the present case” only: 

It is to be noted that we are not dealing 
here with, the use of the judicial process to 
force a wholesale disclosure of a newspaper's 
confidential sources of news, nor with a case 
where the identity of the news source is of 
doubtful relevance or materiality. The ques- 
tion asked of the appellant (Miss Torre) went 
to the heart of the plaintiff's (Miss Garland’s) 
claim. We hold that the Constitution con- 
ferred no right to refuse to answer. 


Since the president and editor of the 
New York Herald Tribune, Ogden R. Reid, 
has said the sentence will be appealed to the 
Supreme Court, the case presumably will be 
further aired. The attitude of the writer and 
her managemént is that it would have set a 
bad precedent for the press if the identity had 
been divulged under court order.

If Israel 
has a bomb, if Egypt gets one from 
Russia to counterbalance it, and if 
either side feels in a tight corner, 
where will the war end? 


Perhaps that is fanciful; so was the 
whole notion of a nuclear strategy 
15 years ago. With bombs in air- 
craft the risks are high, and with 
bombs in the noses of missiles the 
risks will be higher. Is it wise, 
then, that immense powers of de- 
struction should be given to a dozen 
or two dozen nations? 

For Britain the dilemma is this: 
in face of the Russian ‘threat, Ameri- 
can and British bombs are a valuable 
deterrent—but, equally, to Israel or 
Japan or Argentina their bombs will 
be a deterrent to anyone who threat- 
ens them. Consequently we have no 
right to expect them to renounce 
nuclear weapons unless we are will- 
ing to do the same. 


Are we more likely to gain securi- 
ty both by keeping our deterrent 
and letting two dozen others: have 
theirs, or by renouncing ours? 

The question is hard to answer, 
but a way ¢an be found. Let us ac- 
cept the fact that the United States 
and the Soviet Union will not give 
up their bombs for years to come.

Twenty paintings by Sieg- 
fried inhardt, in a color 
range that is in a generally 
higher key and richer than the 
he has used in past 
years, went on exhibition yes- 
terday at the Artists’ Guild. 

This is Reinhardt’s first St. 
Louis one-man show in three 
years, and his first exhibition 
at the Guild galleries in seven 
years. Besides the paintings, 
the show includes drawings in 
charcoal, ink and mixed media.

Thé children constitute almost 
a piece of genre painting, while 
the beast, which is not given 
any immediate role, introduces 
disturbing premonitions. 

“The Ritual” combines a 
number of images that recall 
experiences from the artist’s 
own childhood. As _ isolated 
facts, these are of no signifi- 
'eance to the spectator, but as 
'a complex of remembered im- 
pressions, assembled on an im- 
mense panel in a crowded 
continuity of color and light, 
they manifest a narrational 
common character. There is a 
boy helding an enormous fish; 
an ape looks out of the picture 
from One corner; an eviscer- 
ated pig, with jewel-like in- 
sides, is at the other end, com- 
memorating a time when Rein- 
hardt lived across the street 
from a packing plant. 
| Because they are so detailed, 
'the paintings take a long time 
to read. The braids on a little 
girl are spelled out almost hair 
by hair; there are patches of 
painted net that are so explicit 
as to look like appliques of the 
real thing; mosaic floors are 
painted tile by tile.

MAX FRIEDLAENDER DIES,

AMSTERDAM,’ The Nether- 
lands, Oct. 13 (AP)—Max J. 
Friedlaender, internationally 
known art historian, died here 
Saturday.

Born in Berlin, he studied 
art at the Universities of 
Munich, Leipzig and Florence.

Still a Teacher at Heart 


By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13. 


SAM LEVENSON feels 
strongly that if television can 
teach beer cans to march, it 
ought to push forward a little 
faster in teaching children how 
to do arithmetic. Or how to 
do something. Levenson was 
a teacher for 15 years, five of 
which he devoted to child guid- 
ance. As a teacher he was al- 
ways a performer and he feels 
strongly that all teachers 
should be hams. 

“Why when I taught Span- 
ish; all the delinquent kids 
used to come to my classes just 
to see what would happen.” 
Right here, Levenson began 
acting it all out, rolling his 
eyes, gesticulating so wildly 
that the other guests at the 
Forum of the 12 Caesars 
stopped chomping on their de- 
lights from the old empire to 
watch. 


“I'd rise to my full height, 
point my finger accusingly 
at the blackboard and sneer: 
‘Why is this 
little ones 
cower in their chairs 


tomorrow and you'll find 
out.” And you know what— 
they’d come back tomorrow.” 


It was this sort of training 
that launched Levenson into a 
highly successful career as a 
comedian but he has by no 
means lost his interest in 
teaching. At the moment he 
thinks television is being crim- 
inally wasted as an aid to edu- 
cation, For one thing, he 
thinks teachers should enlist 
even commercial television as 
aids to teaching. Teachers, he 
says, ought to send parents pre- 
ferred lists of TV shows for 
the kids. 

“Make the child develop a 
critical attitude as long as 
they’re going to be watching 
anyway. I'd ask the schools to 
guide the children by asking 
questions on what the child saw 
the night. before. If they're

A Crazy Business 


THE THEATER is a fairyland—and a factory. Its econ- 
omy combines the investment attraction of Wall Street, 
the gambling hazards of Las Vegas plus a touch of Alice-In- 
Wonderland. All a producer has to do is find a script, a 
theater, money, stars and director—collect rave notices— 
and he Has It Made. ... Every business has a certain 
amount of imponderables. The theater has more than most. 
For example, a show may run more than a year and wind up 
with a loss as a consequence of high operating costs. An- 
other show may fold after three weeks and show a profit 
~—if it is sold to Hollywood. Among the oddities of the- 
atrical economics is this: A man may pay a ticket-scalper 
$100 for a pair of tickets’ to a hit that bring only $16 at 
the box office. 


The most important fact of the theater’s economic life 
is the spiraling production costs. When the Theater Guild 
produced O'Neill's “Strange Interlude” several decades 
ago, it cost $23,000. Today the production cost of the same 

show would exceed $100,000. 


Despite the hazards and the headaches, the 
desire to be a producer is almost compulsive. One 
of the contemporary theater’s most successful pro- 
ducers is Roger Stevens, who is a multi-millionaire 
realtor. Nevertheless, he toils harder in the thea- 
ter than he does in real estate ... Mr. Stevens 
spent more than two years getting “Time Remem- 
béered” inte production, After many months of ne- 
gotiation, he managed to sign Helen Hayes and 
Susan Strasberg. Both imposed a condition, how- 
éver. They would have to approve the actor 
chosen for the male lead . . . Stevens later noted: 
“Se here I am with two big stars and no place to 
go unless I can find a third one acceptable to both 
of them. I tell you that you have to be crazy to be 
‘@ producer. Anybody whe can make $50,000 a 
year in this business could make 10 times as much 
in any other.”

In this case, the Treasury De- 
partment owed a big assist to 
a Detroit post office employe, 
Lovell I. MacKenzie, superin- 
tendent of the College Park 
station. 

One day in June 1956, Mac- 
Kenzie called the Detroit 
Postal Inspector’s office with 


address; the people living at 
the address had opened it by 
mistake and returned it to him 
at the College Park station. 
The day after the check was 
returned, the station received 
a request from the payee that 
the check be forwarded to 
20252 Van Dyke street, Detroit. 

Casually, MacKenzie just 
happened to mention the for- 
warding address in a conversa- 
tion with some mail carriers 
and was overheard by a carrier 
nearby. This carrier men- 
tioned that he also had a for- 
warding address to 20252 Van 


Dyke street. 
MacKenzie became  suspi- 
cious, since a Government 


check was involved. He checked 
all other routes and found four 
more forwarding orders to the 
Van Dyke street address. 

The Postal Inspector’s. office 
put in a call to the Intelligence 
Division of the Detroit office 
of Internal Revenue. All sta- 
tions in the Detroit area were 
circularized and 71 forwarding 
orders to the Van Dyke ad- 
dress were uncovered. Check- 
ing further, the post office 
found 42 checks totaling $155.,- 
426, which were about be 
forwarded to the address. 

A mail watch was placed on 
the address, and all Govern- 
ment checks due to be for- 
warded there were intercepted. 
Meanwhile, regional disbursing 
offices were instructed to stop 
all checks being forwarded to 
the address and the Federal 
Reserve Bank was asked to 
stop payment on the checks. 

Within a few days, 19 checks 
were returned by the bank; 
three had been cashed and 
four had been deposited to the 
account of one Norman G. 
Zachary. 


The Internal Revenue Agents found a carbon 


The checks bore the account 
numbers of the “taxpayers” 
and the returns were located in 
Internal Revenue files. Each 
return was found to show the 
income of a fictitious salesman 
and showed taxes withheld on 
gross commissions of from $25,- 
000 to $30,000, and travel and 
other busiriess expense of $10,- 
000 to $15,000. Each return 
claimed a refund of from $3000 
to $4500. 


Returns were screened in the 
so-called “non-business high- 
refund” classification, and the 
process disclosed that 68 phony 
returns had been prepared by 
Norman G. Zachary and Ed- 
ward J. Zacharski, operators of 
a tax advisory service and in- 
surance office in Detroit. The 
pair were brothers, one of them 
having changed his name. 


On June 19, 1956, occurred 
of those 


ucts. While two special agents 
of Internal Revenue were in- 
terviewing a bank official 
about the case, Zachary came 
inte the bank and attempted 
to clese his account, 


One of the agents phoned the 
United States Attorney, who 
told him to arrest Zachary and 
bring him in to the office. 
There a complaint was filed 
and the agents picked up a 
search warrant for the broth- 
ers’ office, plus an arrest war- 
rant for Zacharski. 

After putting the pinch on 
Zacharski, the agents searched 
the office. They found carbon 
paper which had been used in 
preparing a.tax return and 
which still showed the imprint 
of a signature affixed to the 
return. A typewriter was con- 
fiscated and later was shown to 
have been used in preparing 
some of the returns. 

The brothers refused to open 
the safe, but the safe manu- 
facturer furnished its combina- 
tion. It contained six refund 
checks, totaling $25,503, clipped 
to the retained copies of the 
returns, copies of all returns 
for which the refund checks 
had not yet been received and 
$850 in currency. 

Each false return seeking -a 
refund listed only one employ- 
er, and three different employ- 
ers’ names were used in ail. 
Two of these were fictitious 
and the third denied employ- 
ing any of the persons listed 
on the returns. 

Zacharski turned out to be 
a former Internal Revenue 
Service agent who had been 


the imprint of a signature affixed on the return. 


dismissed in October 1955, on 
charges of having falsified his 
educational background on an 
application for promotion, In- 
vestigating agents found that 
as part of his scheme, Zachar- 
ski had induced a Revenue 
agent acquaintance to deliver 
a number of the false returns 
to the main Internal Revenue 
office, with instructions to the 
clerks to “scatter them through 
the blocks.” Zacharski explain- 
ed that he didn’t want all the 
returns coming up for audit at 
the same time. 

The two brothers each were 
indicted on 139 fraud counts 
by a federal grand jury in De- 
troit July 9, 1957. 

tt is Internal Revenue’s 
premise that the Zachary-Zach- 
arski brothers would have been 
apprehended eventually even 
if the Post Office Department 
had not lent a hand. Sooner 
or later, somebody in the Treas- 
ury Department’ s tax-collecting 
agency would have uncovered 
the scheme through a routine 
check of employers to verify 
the amount of taxes the returns 
claimed had been withheld. 


This, in fact, is what hap- 
pened in the case of Roy F. 
J. Mahoney of Los Angeles, 
described by Internal Reven- 
ue as the most ambitious 
one-man mass refund racke- 
teer ever to sell a gold brick 
to Uncle Sam. 


Mahoney’s undoing started 
when the Los, Angeles office 
of the Intelligence Division got 
a request from the Intelligence 
Division in Fargo, S.D., to visit 
the Central Chevrolet Co. in 
Los Angeles and find out if 
Roy F. J. Mahoney ever had 
been employed there. 


Central Chevrolet reported 
it had never heard of Roy F. 
J. Mahoney. Moreover, com- 
pany officials said they had 
received , several identical in- 
quiries from other district di- 
rectors’ offices asking for the 
same information. 


The case. was assigned to 
Special Agent Charles Vitello, 
who immediately alerted Intel- 
ligence offices throughout the 
country. Back came a flood 
of telephone calls, telegrams, 
teletype messages and letters 
reporting that Mahoney had 
filed scores of returns and ad- 
vising that he had filed a series 
of changes of address to lavish 
hotels in Mexico during the 
past few months. 

Vitello traced Sahoo to 
San Diego on a change-of-ad- 
dress report from Seattle,

Soviet Woman Leader 


HYDE PARK, N.Y., Oct. 13. 

I WANT TO TELL YOU, betore concluding these arti- 
cles on the Soviet Union, of the interview I had with Mme. 
Yekaterina A. Furtseva. Politically speaking, she is, I sup- 
pose, the highest-ranking woman in the U.S.S.R. 

When I asked to see Mme. Furtseva, who as & member 
of the Supreme Soviet must carry a good deal of weight 

) within the Communist party, I was immediately asked to 
submit the subjects I wished to talk about. 
, I replied that I wanted to talk about the comparative 
a status of women in the Soviet Union and in the United 
States, the conditions of women and children from the so- 
cial service point of view, and the economic viewpoint of 
the Russian woman. 

I led right off with a question on the change Premier 
Nikita S. Khrushchev had advocated recently in the status 
of Soviet women. As I understood it, Mr. Khrushchev said 
that he had not found true equality in the accepted ar- 

' rangement by which women could enter any line of work, 
7 _ working just as hard as men and attaining high positions 
- on the same level of men. 


Since working mafried women had a double 
job in also keeping up their homes, he said, they 
were doing more work than men whe held jobs 
outside the home. Almost any of us could have 
told Mr. Khrushchev this long ago, but I did not 
mention it.

view to the thinking of legislative government. 


Women of this country—and perhaps the men

was dressed with simplicity but great elegance. 

She 
had charm and poise, and any of our own women 
legislators would have had troyble finding fault 
with her appearance.

IT IS A BIT HARD to keep 
track of lions in their native 
state, and to learn how long 
they live, The general opinion 
of naturalists is that they are 
likely to live longer in captivity 
than in the wilds. 

Lions in zoos often live from 
10 to 15 years. In a few cases 
the life span has been reported 
to reach from 20;to 25 years. 


Q. Are lion cubs born in cap- 
tivity? 
A. Yes, that often happens. 


It is common for a litter to

| plets are born at times. 
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Q. Can lions be tamed? 


A. Often they have been 
trained, and rarely they have 
been tamed. There is a differ- 
ence!
